Third Victory For Joseph Widen- 
er’s 3-year-old Son Of *Teddy 
Provides Withers Candidate 


Joseph E. Widener’s Knickerbock- 
er, promising young son of the late 
*Teddy and Warrior Lass, went into 
the Metrolopitan Handicap at Bel- 
mont last Saturday a 40 to 1 shot and 
the only 3-year-old in the field against 
seven of the country’s top veterans, 
responded with an amazing perform- 
ance and outgamed such contenders 
as Heelfly, Jacola, He Did and Fight- 
ing Fox to capture the 46th running 
of this famous spring event, his first 
important triumph to date. In three 
starts so far, the colt has been un- 
beaten, winning his maiden outing as 
a 2-year-old in November at Pimlico 
and scoring once again at Belmont 
about a week ago. Though he only 
earried 100 pounds, an impost nine 
pounds lighter than any other horse 
in the race Knickerbocker finished 
the mile in the excellent time of 
1:37 1-5 and the manner of his doing 
so earned him no little consideration 
as a candidate for tomorrow’s With- 
ers, to say nothing of the $7,500 ac- 
crued from the winner’s share of the 
added purse. 

The story of the week’s fastest 2- 
year-old turns out to be another 
“Ugly Duckling” tale, the result of a 
performance turned in by Mrs. Elmer 
Trueman’s colt Wood Chopper who 
captured the Beacon Hill Purse at 
Suffolk Downs on May 17 and equall- 
ed the track record for the distance, 
stepping the four & a half furlongs in 
fifty-four flat. This was the young- 
ster’s first start and he ran it like a 
veteran, more than repaying his own- 
er’s faith in him, for apparently it 
was she who liked him when no one 
else did. The son of the late Wood- 
craft and Highland Belle, bred at the 
Audley Farm of B. B. Jones, was so 
lightly considered in the Audley con- 
signment because of his meager size 
and appearance that not a bid was 
received on him at Saratoga. Mrs. 
Trueman, however, wanted him and 
so he was offered to her as a gift to 
save shipping him back to Virginia. 
Now, trained by her husband, little 
Wood Chopper has, in his only outing, 
justified Mrs. Trueman’s belief in 
him. 

Other juvenile winners this past 
week by Virginia sires were Claude 
Feltner’s Wale Signal, a Prince of 
Wales filly who broke her maiden at 
Charles Town on May 18; Mrs. K. 
Ramsey’s Boy Baby, son of Brandon 
Mint who likewise graduated at 
Churchill Downs on May 19, after 
numerous attempts since his first out- 
ing in February; and E. R. Pike’s 
Duniin filly Seplin who came through 
with her first effort at Charles Town 
on May 22. 

In addition to Wale Signal’s tri- 
umph, three other Prince of Wales 
progeny accounted for victories. On 
May 17 Brookmeade Stable’s 3-year- 
old-filly Personage scored her maiden 
win at Suffolk Downs, while at Char- 
les Town on May 19, S. B. Berry’s 
Princess Lady, of the same age, was

AN ARTICLE ON FOXHUNTING 


by W. Plunket Stewart, M. F. H. 


Editor’s Note: This year Mr. William D. Polk asked W. Plunket 
Stewart, M. F. H. of Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Hounds for some words 
on Foxhunting at the annual Pageant held on the estate of Mr. Pierre 
du Pont, Longwood, given for the benefit of the American Legion. 
The President of the Masters of Foxhounds Association very kindly 








consented to let The Chronicle publish the article that conveys to 
Foxhunter and layman alike a splendid picture of what hunting 


means to America. We take a great deal of pleasure in giving our 
readers this account by so noted an authority written on April 24th, 
1939 for the Longwood Pageant. 


It seems but natural and fitting that the program of this very beautiful 
Pageant should contain a few words about fox hunting, for, indeed, the noble 
sport has flourished and been one of the leading diversions for many years 
in the vicinity of Lohgwood and Kennett Square, Pennsylvania. No one who 
has ever read the Story of Kennett by Bayard Taylor can forget not only the 
beauty of the story itself, but the description of the fox hunt. 

Fox hunting has long existed throughout the United States, but more es- 
pecially in the east, and it is interesting to note that even as far back as the 
18th Century organized hunting took place under the auspices of the Glou- 
cester Fox Hunting Club of New Jersey, the history of which has quite re- 
cently been published. This Club was formed by gentlemen living in Phila- 
delphia and Gloucester Counties, New Jersey, in 1766, and the territory 
hunted was the Jersey and Pennsylvania Counties near Philadelphia. The 
hey-day of the Gloucester Club’s prosperity came during 1775, when 16 
couples of Hounds, we are told, showed splendid sport, and an elaborate 
uniform was adopted. However the War of the Revolution dispersed most 
of the members of the Club to the more serious work of hunting British 
soldiery. Out of this sporting organization was formed the famous First 
Troop of Philadelphia City Cavalry, nearly all of whom served in the mem- 
orable campaign of 1776-77. After the war the Club was revived and car- 
ried on until 1818, when its existence ceased. Great sport was enjoyed dur- 
ing this post-war period and many outstanding runs were recorded. Quite 
the most remarkable person, which this period of the Gloucester Club has 
given us was “Old Jonas Cattell’, who for more than 20 years figured as its 
guide and whipper-in. No matter how circuitous and how distant the chase, 
Jonas always afoot was on hand at every emergency before half of the riders 
made their appearance. He was past master in the art of hunting the fox, 
and read the country as an open book, but part from that knowledge, which 
of course aided him in following, the pace he maintained and the endurance 
he showed was astonishing. The Club members believed him equal to any 
test, and evidently with much reason. On one occasion a wager was made 
that Jonas could deliver a letter to a town 40 miles distant in one day, and 
return the next with an answer, which he did, despite heavy roads. Even 
though this fine old organization ceased to exist, the sporting spirit it had 
established and nurtured grew, and from then until now fox hunting has 
grown in leaps and bounds not only in Pennsylvania, Virginia, Maryland, 
New Jersey and New England, but throughout the United States. 

It soon became apparent that if a group of individuals in each vicinity, 
whether it be farmer or city folk, who wanted to hunt, should keep a pack 
of Hounds, there would be so much confusion that no sport would be pos- 
sible. Therefore as additional hunt clubs from time to time have been orga- 
nized, they have kept clear of territory already hunted. In 1907 in order to 
have a parent association, which would be the custodian of the boundaries 
of each territory, and in order that there might be some medium through 
which hunting organizations could apply for territory and submit complaints, 
the Masters of Foxhounds Association was formed. Eligible were all Mas- 
ters of recognized fox hunting clubs in the United States and Canada, who 
would each year elect a President, Secretary and Treasurer, and Executive 
Committee, consisting of five of their members. The members of the Execu- 
tive Committee to serve for three years without power of reelection, when 
other members would serve under the same conditions. This provision was 
made because it was thought that the Association could best serve its mem- 
bers by requiring that all Masters serve their term, and thereby avoid what 
might be looked upon as autocratic power in the hands of a few men per- 
manently. While the Association meets but once a year, the Executive Com- 
mittee has been called upon to give a great deal of consideration and thought 
to many problems, which come up from time to time for their attention. To- 
day the number of organized hunt clubs in the United States is 113, and the 
membership of the Masters of Foxhounds Association is 264. In order to 
make definite the authority of this Association when discipline is needed, 
an agreement exists between the Masters of Foxhounds Association, the 
Horse Shows Association of America and the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association, by which in the event of any member of an organization being 
disciplined, he is automatically punished by the other two. This therefore 
means that an offender so disciplined will have the privilege denied him of 
fox hunting with any recognized hunt in America, showing horses at any 
recognized Horse Show in America, or racing at any recognized Race Meet 
in America. It is interesting to note that this power has hardly ever been 
exercised. y 

It must be remembered also that fox hunting has now become a very vital 
economic factor in community life. A few years ago the Washington Times 
compiled some very interesting data on the benefits which Virginia was re- 
ceiving from fox hunting. There were found to be 143 landowners in Lou- 
doun and Fauquier Counties with a total area of more than 10,000 acres, 
Which was assessed at more than $2,800,000. All of these landowners had 
a Vital interest in fox hunting, and readily admitted without question that

values in Loudoun and Fauquier Counties had been greatly increased by fox 
hunting activities. Furthermore it went on to show that the sport gives em- 
ployment to thousands and many thousands. The survey indicated that the 
amount paid annually by hunting people in the two counties mentioned 
reached the total of $633,940. This sum of course did not include what 
properly may be termed dependent occupations—that is occupations which 
are created by virtue of the fact that hunting people employ men and women 
who in turn employ others. 

It is not necessary to go further into details, to prove that what has been 
shown to exist in Virginia is similar to conditions in our own community of 
Chester and Delaware Counties, Pennsylvania, as well as in other states. 

The above pertains to the material benefits which are derived from being 
in the open air and following a pack of Hounds. Sportsmen who have ex- 
celled in each branch of sport have written much of the advantages of the 
particular branch of sport to which they were attached, but it seems to be 
generally accepted by all that the words of Whyte Melville are true and ac- 
curate when he says:

ATLANTIC CITY SHOW 


The Atlantic City Horse Show officials did a good job this year. They had 
a well balanced show. The entries were not numerous, but the quality was 
perfectly splendid. The entire five day program was run off with efficiency 
and Manager Ned King did his usual excellent job backed up by a most effi- 
cient secretary in Robert Leeds. A horse show needs more than mere num- 
bers to make it successful. There are shows and shows, but a really good 
show must have that atmosphere of perfection in the quality of its exhibits 
te make it an outstanding success. 

There can be class after class with fifty and sixty entries, but if horses 
jump sloppily, if appointments are not beautifully turned out, if exhibitors 
are not on their mettle and dressed for the occasion, the Show becomes sec- 
ond rate. Officials At Atlantic City prepared an auditorium that was a mas- 
terpiece. As one present was heard to remark to Ned King, it was hard to 
tell on entering the Hall whether it was a flower show or a horse show that 
was going forward. This was true, flowers were banked across the entrance 
in a most decorative fashion and lent an air of the superlative to an already 
decorative affair 

Kingvulture and Holystone seemed to steal the Show in the hunter classes 
with almost uncanny jumping ability. They are two great performers. The 
Show was interesting from the hunter angle because of the presence of these 
two famous Show horses and the battle that other competitors had to equal 
them. It was Kingvulture and Holystone against the field and the field was 
not numerous but filled with champion quality. It was interesting to see 
Henry Bell, Turner Wiltshire and William Brainard line up Holystone, King- 
vulture, Two Leggins, Protest and Woodfellow in the Corinthian Class after 
throwing out such champions as Hi-Bey, The Bear, Prince Charming and 
Bond Street with perfect performances to their credit. It was a job to test 
the skill of the most discerning. 

What was so impressive in the Atlantic City Show was the personalities 
who were everywhere. Miss Judy King with Paddy O’Connor doing some 
of the driving, that famous character of the show ring Mrs. Loula Long 
Combs who has been in the Show game longer than any other and drives so 
that you notice her at once, Mrs. Whitney, a box office attraction in this 
show, was riding her famous greys, Miss Mary Fisher in the Saddle Classes 
was doing a fine bit of work. 

So it went, throughout the five days, with classes well scattered between 
jumpers, hunters, saddle and hackneys. Atlantic City is not a horsy place, 
unless you count the efforts of the beach riders, but the atmosphere of the 
Atlantic City Show had all the niceties of the game. It was a businesslike 
outfit that sat in the official box. Adrian van Sinderen was there as Presi- 
dent of the American Horse Shows Association, Whitney Stone, Secretary of 
the National was there, Miss Deborah Rood, who has been making such an 
outstanding success of her own Wilmington Show, and many others who 
have helped to build up the Horse Show business from a few recognized 
shows to a great group of 185 recognized member exhibitions and a hun- 
dred more Non-Member, but licensed events. 

More than ever after watching this indoor show, with thoroughbreds 
jumping in a ring, is one impressed with the strides being made in develop- 
ing a greatly improved type of show horse. Twenty years ago, thorough- 
bred horses were not performing in hunter classes. They were racing on the 
tracks, but they were not considered suitable material for Shows. The qual 
-ity of the horses at Atlantic City Show was striking proof of the develop- 
ment of thoroughbreds in the Show game. They are matchless examples of 
what can be done by breeding, training and care.

Trainer Morris H. Dixon sent out 
a pair of fit ones for the two mile 
steeplechase, the Corinthian Plate, 
in Mr. Jeffords’ Wednesday Radnor 
Winner Warspite and William  L. 
Van Alen’s Campfire Embers. Three 
others faced the starter. 

Jockey R. Jones followed instru- 
ections and took the Van Alen geld- 
ing out to set the pace, and when 
he failed to kill off B. F. Mechling’s 
Justa Bud, Jockey Clements went to 
his rescue at the fifth of the twelve 
jumps with Warspite. The Mars 
gelding, a likely looking stake pro. 
spect, did a good and effortless job, 
ran Justa Bud to the ground, and 





coasted home with a three length 
margin over Campfire Embers, 
which had a like distance on Will- 
iam D. McCullough’s Cathedral, 
trainer J. Wallace up. 

The announced time of 4:48 4-5 
for the short course is questionable, 
as Justa Bud won last year in 3:44, 
and all of the _ steeplecsases of 
“about 2 miles’’ at Rose Tree in re- 
cent years have been run in under 
4 minutes-and Warspite wasn’t 
loafing unnecessarily. 


Saturday, May 20 

Comonhome, J. W. Y. Martin’s 8- 
year-old gelded son of Aspinwall— 
Clara Martin, came out on top in the 
timber race feature on the closing 
day of Rose Tree, to repeat Mrs. Mar- 
tin’s victory last year with Dartforth 
in the Gloucester Fox Hunters Plate, 
the three and a half mile timber race, 
labelled in the program, “‘over a fair 
hunting country”, but in reality a 
glorified ‘‘stream-lined’”’ hurdle course 

Six in the Gloucester was the after- 
noon’s largest field, yet it developed 
into a fine race, and two of the others 
were hair raisers, 

Probably the majority of the 
crowd, 2,000 bona fide hunt-meet fol- 
lowers, and 10,000 laymen attracted 
by Dr. George Orton’s double barrel- 
led publicity, failed to appreciate the 
excellence of the Gloucester, for un- 
like the finishes in all the Cup races 
this month, Comonhome had a good 
six lengths on Bobe at the wire, but 
to the annointed it was a pleasure to 
see Mr. Watters’ strategy bear fruit. 

Deflation was scratched, a great 
disappointment to those who had seen 
him battle Coq Bruyere the previous 
Saturday at Radnor. 

The others declining the issue were 
Dorinda, first in the Skippack at 
White Marsh, Monkslore, third on 
Wednesday, John Broom, now at Bel- 
mont for a brush try, and Big Don 
victim of his third place effort in the 
Wednesday three horse flat race. 





Mr. A. C. Randolph, Jr., a timber 
apprentice with a future, set the early 


pace with the surprising Bobe. Mr. 
Jack Hamilton, smashing the fences 
as he ran, was second with E. B. 
Morris, Jr.’s big Bullard’s Promise, 
winner of the pairs race at Happy 
Hill, while Mr. Watters lay off, a can- 
ny third. 

This order was maintained to the 
6th, with Bullard’s Promise mowing 
them down, and the other 17 hand 
contender, Bobe, taking his jumps 
beautifully to hold the lead, but at 
the 7th, the favorite, Arthur I. Meigs’ 
Red Ned, the Harston winner, show- 
ed in front under Mr. Dick Hamilton’s 
urging, with Bobe second, and Com- 
onhome, third. 

By the 9th Red Ned was back in 
the van, with Bobe again on top, but 


here Mr. Watters had moved up a 
notch and Bullard’s Promise was 
third. This order prevailed at the 


12th, with the Morris gelding begin- 
ning to tire from his lumbering ef- 
forts, and by the 16th it was Comon- 
home on top, by three, Bobe and the 
favorite. 

From then on Mr. Watters was 
never headed. Mr. Powers pulled up 
the Wednesday winner Forsaken at 
the 17th, Bullard’s Promise was 
through, and Dr. Lewis M. Allen’s 
Clifton’s Fairy, first in the Happy 
Hollow at Radnor, was still dogging 
it. Bobe managed to cut down the 
leader’s lead to two lengths at the 
nineteenth, and Mr. Hamilton went 
into a drive, but over the 22nd and 
up the short diagonal stretch it was 
Comonhome by six, Bobe by six, and 
Red Ned by twenty over Clifton’s 
Fairy, which Mr. Harrison had never 
gotten into contention. 

While only three of the ten en- 
trants went in the two and a half 
mile steeplechase for the Rose Tree 
Plate, it was a grand race for twelve 
of the sixteen jumps, with R. V. N. 
Gambrill’s Telemark and William D 
McCullough’s Cathedral alternating 
in the lead, Mr. Randolph having lost 
a stirrup iron from Dr. J. Fred Adams 
Jr.’s Rolling Steel at the first, and 
lengths while regaining it. 


But Cathedral made a bad landing 
while leading over the twelfth, and 
tossed his trainer-rider J. Wallace on 
his head. Wallace was assisted from 
the course and suffered no worse 
than a shaking up. Meanwhile Rol-

Mr. R. P. Hamilton came a nasty 
cropper in the three horse finale, the 
Stayer’s High Weight Handicap, at 
a mile and a half on the flat, which 
marked the first running for the 
Charles A. Dohan Challenge Cup. 

Mrs. C. V. Whitney’s Clotho, first 
on Wednesday at this distance, and 
also in this event last year, went to 
the post with Mrs. Brooks Bromley’s 
entry of Shot Up and Cheriton. Mr. 
Cleland, riding under orders, took 
Cheriton on top as soon as he could, 
but by the half mile mark Mr. Ham- 
ilton had forged to the front with 
Shot Up, and at the three quarters 
post had two lengths on Clotho, 
while Mr. Cleland, his task complet- 
ed, was letting Cheriton coast. 

But Shot Up, on the straightaway 
past the judges stand, did not favor 
a turn into the dumbbell skaped 
course, struggled with his rider, and 
crashed through the fence, and fell. 
Mr. Hamilton, too, was promptly on 
his feet-a mira .uious escape. 

If Mr. Harrison, up Clotho, 
thought the race was in the bag, he 
was in for a jolt, for Mr. Cleland 
shook up Cheriton and was on top 
around the last turn. Mr. Harrison
